IN THE HOUSE. 
OF THE CONSULAR AND DIPLO- 
MATIC APPROPRIATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chtcagé Tribune. 

Wasnisetos, D. C., March 6—In the 
House today, the broad-minded statesman, 
Mr. Holman, of Indiana, moved to recommit 
the Consular and Diplomatic Appropriation 
bill, with instructions to the committee to 
report a bill leaving out all appropriations 
for the diplomatic service. Mr. Holman’s 
views were not sustained by a majority of 
the House, and the bill was passed. Under 
the call of States, more than 200 bilis and 
joint resolutions were offered, increasing the 
number at this session to more than 5,000. 
Few of the bills were of any publie impor- 
tance, and, whether important or not, the 
prospect of their receiving any consideration 
at this session of Congress is faint indeed.

SUSPENSION DAY— 
that is, a day upon which any member who 
may secure the recognition of the Speaker 
can move to pass any measures under a sus- 
pension of the rules—several bills were 
brought forward. Dibrell, of Tennessee, 
proposed that the House should pass a biil 
which had never been printed, and which no 
member except himself had seen, to provide 
that any grower of tobacco might sell leaf- 
tobacco to consumers without paying the 
license now required by the internal- 
revenue laws. Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, 
Mr. Dibrell, of Tennessee, and others in- 
dulged in a good deal of idle talk about the 
iniquities of the present internal-revenue 
system and about the oppressions of the 
farmer. Now, the fact is that, while there is 
a grain of truth in the complaints made that 
the tobacco farmer is not able freely to sell 
his product as the wheat farmer or the corn 
farmer, the restriction, such as it is, does not 
bear heavily upon him, and is necessary, if 
the Governmentis to derive any revenue 
whatever from tobacco. As 
BUTTERWORTH, KELLEY, AND OTHERS 

showed, the effect of the bill would be to 
fritter away practically more than one-haif 
of the revenue derivedtrom tobacco. This 
would be done by evasions of the law, and 
by direct fraud. As a man who is familiar 
with the whole subject by experience said 
to your correspondent today: “To provide 
that every little moonshine distillery might 
sell whisky by the drink te people in the 
neighborhood would be the same as to pro- 
vide that growers of tobacco micht sell 
without being taxed to consumers of 
tobacco.“ The bill did not pass, al 
though it received 113 votes to 91 
against it, two-thirds being necessary to 
carry it under a suspension of the rules. 

MR. BELFORD, OF COLORADO, 
assisted by Mr. Springer, undertook to se 
cure the passage of a bill making certain 
provisions in relation to the rights of actual 
settlers upon the lands formerly included 
within the boundaries of the reservation de- 
longing to the White River Utes in Colorado.

CHICAGO GETTING LITTLE ENCOURAGEMENT 
FROM THE OFFICEHOLDERS.

WasuineTon, D. C., March 6.— Dr. De Wolf 
and Controller Gurney had an interview today 
with Dr. Billings,of the National Board of 
Health, on the subject of compulsory vacel- 
nation of immigrants, The discussion will 
be continued on Wednesday, when the 
members of the National Board meet here 
for conference. A full meeting of the Na- 
tional Board is expected at that time, and an 
éffort will be made to secure cohperation be- 
tween the National and the State authorities.

‘The following report of the in- 
formal talk may throw light upon the efforts 
of Dr. De Wolf to secure favorable legisla- 
tion. Dr. De Wolf naving insisted that some- 
thing should be dove to secure compulsory 
vaccination, Dr. Billings said:

Dr. De Wolf—This system of inspection of

ABSURD AND IMPRACTICABLE, 
It was thoroughly discussed in Chicago last year. 

Dr. Billings—There would be a practical dif- 
culty in the matter in the arrival of immigrants 
via Port Huron. To put diseased or recalcitrant 
persons in quarantine there, it would be neces- 
sary to have buildings, inspectors, and money. 
Of course, an entire party could not be sto . 

Dr. De Wolf—They must be stopped, the 
sick and unprotected piaced in quarantine. Of 
course there would have to be inspectors and 
buildings. 

Dr. Billings—The National Board of Health has 
never had the means to do work of that kind, 
nor have the State authorities been agreed as to 
the proper course to pursue. 

A. BILL WAS INTRODUCED INTO THE HOUSE 
today which represents the views of the 
New York Health Office upon this general 
subject. It provides for the compulsory vac- 
einatiu of immigrants on their arrival in 
any of the ports of the United States. The 
bill was sent here by the Health Officer of 
the Port of New York, and was submitted by 
Mr. Ricbardson (before producing it in the 
House) to the Chairman of the Committee on 
Public Health. It provides that before be- 
ing allowed to disembark the passengers on 
all vessels entering any of the ports of the 
United States shall be vaccinated by the 
Health Officer of the port, and that in case of 
refusal on their part to submit to vaccination 
they shall be detained at quarantine until all 
danger of infection is passed. 

MR. RICHARDSON 

said it is hoped to prevent by this bill the 
introduction into this country of smalbpox 
by emigrants entering at Atlantic ports or 
via Canada and Port Huron. It will necessi- 
tate the establishment of a health officer at 
the last-named port, through which, accord- 
ing to Mr. Richardson, one-fourth of the im- 
migration enters. ‘The bill was referred to the 
Committee on Publie Health, and will prob- 
ably be incorporated with a general bill on 
this subject, which is now being prepared in 
that committee. 

Dr. De Wolf does not think that this bill 
will meet the requirements of the situation. 
It will not compel vaccination before em- 
barkauon. A measure te be efficient, he 
thinks, should do that. 

CONTROLLER GURNEY 
has been active at the Capitol today with Dr. 
De Wolf, enjoining upon members im- 
portance of legislation requiring compulsory 
vaccination. Dr. De Wolf has an appoint- 
ment with Wisconsin Senators tomorrow. 


They are much interested in the matter be-

He landed 
there lu that year with $10,000 in his pocket, 
and, in less than a month, he had a fat con- 
tract to build @ milroad, though he had 
never before had the least experience in 
that branch of work. Next he 
secured a half-million dollar contract for 
building a reservoir. Next he purchased an 
interest in Cochet’s and Landreau’s claims, 
and he places the value of the latter claim 
$75,000,000 above the figure of the Peruviah 
Company's prospectus. While the latter 
gives it as $125,000,000, Mr. Hevener rates it 
at 5200, 000. 000. His next venture was to fit 
out a ship to dredge for the silver bars with 
which a train of pack mules were loaded, 
and which high way nen captured. and which 
were driven over a high cliff into the sea to 
avoid recapture by the Government, Mr. 
Hevener secured $2,000 of this silver 

AT A Cost oF $4,000. 

From this deep sea mining he went into the 
guano and nitrate trade, und, as an odd job, 
undertook to supply Peru with coal-oil and 
lamps to burn it in. He took contracts to 
light the streets of four cities with petro- 
leum. Then, when the war came on, he in- 
tended to protect Calao, and cut an old ship 
down, loaded her with railroad-iron, and 
secured some big smooth-bore guns and 
rified them. When the Spanish ships came 
his craft sailed in among them and drove 
them out of the harbor. He claims that 
$9,000,000 was awarded him on the Landreau 
claim in 1865. 


THE ASSASIN,

BANKRUPTCY. 
THE SENATE COMMITTEE’S BILL. 

WaAsuineTon, D. C., March 6.—The Senate 
Judiciary Committee today reported a bill to 
establish a uniform system of bankruptcy, 
and it will be called up for consideration as 
soon as the pending order Is disposed of. It 
provides that whenever any person without 
fraud shall become involved in debts and lia- 
bilities beyond his means for payment, 
amounting to $500 and upward, he may ap- 
ply by a petition in equity to a United States 
District Court, setting forth the cause of in- 
solvency and giving a schedule of Habil. 
ties and assets, and may surrender his estate 
for the benefit of creditors, except such as 
may be exempt from execution, and if 
cause appear the courts shall adjudge him 
bankrupt and appoint a Receiver and serve 
notice to all interested persons, and distribu 
the estate according to the rules of equity; 
and, if there was no fraud, the petitioner 
shall be discharged asa bankrupt. That

Suspension of a Heavy Firm of Bankers 
and Stock-Brokers in Boston. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, Mass., March 6.—Charies A. Sweet & 
Co.,Sankers and brokers, No. 40 State street, 
suspended today. The announcement of the 
embarrassment was received with surprise upon 
the street, for the firm has stood high in the 
confidence not only of the public but of the 
smaller circle of financial men who deal in stocks 
and bonds. The firm state, and it is generally 
believed, that the suspension will be only tem- 
porary, and that the present market value of 
the securities which the firm holds is 


largely in excess of its liabilities. 
No other firms nor individuals will 
be seriously affected. The cause ot 


the suspension is the decline of Massachusetts 
Central Railroad bonds. The firm undertook to 
float between $700,000 and $800,000 of these se- 
curities, and had succeeded in placing a large 
portion of them. HKecently, however, the house 
has received certain calls for several large loans 
which they had previously obtained on these 
bonds. At oncean effort was made to change 
other securities held by them, and also to place 
the Massachusetts Central bonds elsewhere 
order to meet the demands.

Four Men Killed by a Powder Expio- 
sion Near Marquette, Mich. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tyibuna 

Marquetrz, Mich., March 6.—This city was 
throwninto a state Of 6Xcitement about 9 
o’clock this morning by an expiosion at the mills 
of the Lake Superior Powder Company. The 
noise was terrific, notwithstanding the. works 
are located three miles away. It nas been as- 
certained this evening that the expiosion was 
plainly heard at Isppeming, twenty miles dis- 
tant. As soon as the people here could recover 
their senses, scores started for the powder mills. 
knowing full;well that a terrible catastrophe had 
occurred. Without waiting for a summons, 
all the physicians and city officials 
took conveyances and hurried to 
the spot to gratify their curiosity as well as to 
render such assistance as might be needed in 
case of personal injury to any of the men em- 
ployed at the establishment. It was found that 
the lower packing- house belonging to the com- 
pany bad been biown up, about two tons of 
powder contained within its wails having beon 
ignited in some unknown Manner. There were 
four men working in the bouse, and they were 
blown toatoms. Fortunately, the force employed 
atthe time wasasmall one. At times there 
have been a dozen men about the building. It 
was a small structure, but was compactly built 
in the most approved fashion. The floor was of 
copper and the sides of sbeet-iron. The men 
were supposed to wear felt slippers or wooden 
shoes while in the packing-house. All of them 
were experienced, and held the confidence of 
the company. Their names were Ecxstone, 
Hatch, McDonald, and Doyle. Each had a fam- 
ily. Theories are plenty as to the cause of the 
disaster, but one person can guess as well 
as another how it occurred. Pos- 
sibly the men were smoking, and 
possibly a spark was struck from a nail 
in a shoe, or fromanimplement. The associates 
of the unfortunate four, although horror 
stricken and dazed, immediately applied them- 
selves in collecting the remains of the victims, 
which sickening task lasted throughout the day. 
Not less than 1,000 people have visited the place 
since the explosion occurred. Many have come 
in with teams from a distance of eight and ten 
miles, the shock having aroused the whole 
surrounding country. Relief to the amount 
of several bundred dollars was pledged to 
those dependent on the four men who had 
perished. The demolished packing-house will 
be replaced at once, The company 
will investigate the habitsof the employed with 
a view to determining the cause of the vatastro- 
pte. The men understood the rules, and it was 
understood that they carefully obeyed them. 
The accident is the most shocking that has ever 
occurred in this neighborhood, and the entire 
community is aghast at the horror. The value 
of the property destroyed was about $8,000. 


Terrific Explosion in a Gas-House. 
Special Diapatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
WILKESBARRE, Pa., March 6.—At half-past 4 
this afternoon the city was startled by a report 
that resembled the shock of an earthquake, and 
the fact that many buildings in the northern 
partof the town were visibly shaken gave rise 
to the belief that something of the kind had oc- 
curred. It was soon ascertained to have been 
caused by a terrific expiesion at the gas-house, 
located on the banks of the Susquehanna, in the 
northwestern suburbs. The pews spread like 
wildfire, and thousands of peopie flocked to the 
scene. A large brick building in which the ma- 
chinery stood was riddied and torn as if a dozen 
batteries of artillery had bombarded it. Two- 
thirds of the edifice was entirely demolished, 
brick walis three feet thick lying in a heap 
over the purifiers. Three men were in the build- 
ing at the time, and all miraculously escaped. 
Only one wasiojured at all, and he—the engi- 
neer—very slightly. The men were lite 
covered by the ruins, and yet 
chinery near which they stood proved the 
fense against a horribie death.

For the Logan bill is something more 
than the mere substitution of the revenue 
derived from a particular, specific source in 
place of the various sums devoted to educa- 
tional purposes by the several States. The 
principle of the billis an acknowledgment 
on the part of the Nation that education A 
subject of paramount importance, and that 
is the duty of the Nation, primarily, to arrest 
the spread of illiteracy. 

We beg Congressmen not to become wildly 
excited when we remark that the neglect of 
education by the Government of the United 
States is the most astonishing fact of its 
history. It is incomprehensiblg how, with 
an excellent popular education@#l system in 
full operation and in full view in the New 
England, Middle, and Western States, yield- 
ing such splendid results, the Government 
could calmly contemplate the almost utter 
neglect of popular education in the States of 
the South, and ignore from year to year the 
steadily accumulating horrors of ignorance 
and vice which were destined to cause such 
a vast expenditure of blood and treasure. 

The difference between the civilization of 
New Engiand and that of South Carolina is 
exactly measured by the difference between 
their respective educational systems. New 


educate every class of its citizens; South 
Carolina made a monopoly of education, con- 
fining it to a single class. If South Carolina 
had provided for the education of her people 


‘as New England did she would have abol- 


ished slavery as New England did; dnd so of 
the entire South. There would have been no 
desire, as there would have been no occasion, 
for the War of Rebellion. The six thousand 
millions of treasure and the hundreds of 
thousands of lives expended and sacrificed 
by the parties to the controversy would have 
been saved, and the irritation and bad blood 
of the conflict would have been avoided. | 

A very low rate of interest on the sum rep- 
resenting the cost of the War of Rebellion 

and its suppression would provide an annual 

educational fund of two hundred million 
doliars! But all this vast sum has been 
wasted, and the conditions which caused the 
emergency that necessitated its expenditure 
to a great extent still exist. 

It must be admitted that the American 
statesmanship of the whole period of our 
history down to the timeof the Rebellion 
was scarcely less shortsighted and stupid 
than that of England under the Georges, 
which resulted in saddling upon her people 
a debt that they can never pay. If England 
had provided a comprehensive system of 
popular education at the beginning of the 
eighteenth century, who doubts that the wars 
through which her debt was incarred might 
have been, and would have been, averted ? 
If the Government of the United States had 
compelled the adoption of the educational 
system of New England by the States of the 
South, who doubts that slavery would have 
peacefully passed away, and the occasion for 
war passed away with it? 

It would be impossible to adduce more 
conclusive evidence of the value of educa- 
tion than this illustration affords. It shows 
that the conspicuous failure of American 
statesmanship consists in a failmre to ap- 
preciate the value of education. It shows 
that good citizenship is impossible without 
good education—that good education and 
good citizenship are convertible terms. And 
it is easy to show by the past that to hesitate 
on the subject of education is to be lost. 

Why do we provide for popular education ? 
Is it out of pure generosity that the rich citi- 
zen consents to be taxed to pay for the educa- 
tion of his poor neighbor’s children? Does 
the man who has no children willingly surren- 
der a portion of his estate for the education of 
the children of others as an act of benevo- 
lence? Not at all. There is no security for 
property in a community devoid od ueation 
and consequent intelligence. Inteiligence 

confers upon property a sacred char- 
acter. In one of two ways only can property 
be rendered secure in the owner’s hands. It 
may be protected by a hired soldiery, through 
the force of arms, or through the force of a 
public sentiment enlightened by education. 
The reason why the poor but éducated citi- 
zen would not lay violent hands on the rich 
citizen’s property is the fact that he indulzes 
the intelligent hope of himself acquiring 
property. Besides, the morals of a cominu- 
nity are in the ratio of its intelligence. The 
indulgence of hope promotes self-esteem and 
self-respect, and these qualities react upon 
and tone up the moral nature. 

it should be borne in mind that while one 
of the main purposes of all Governments is 

to preserve property rights, nearly all Gov- 
ernments of history have been shattered in 
pieces in the effort to fulfill this function of 
their existence. It may be said that there is 
never anything sacred about property unless

Congressmen who oppose a step forward 
in educational legislation should ponder 
these things. It is beginning to be believed 
that it is the duty, because it is the interest, 
of a political community to give, to every 
child all the edudation he or she can take. 
Legislators should not be the last members 
of the body politic to reach this conclusion.

THE CHINESE BILL IN THE SENATE. 

The debate on the Chinese bill in the Senate 
of the United States the last few days affords 
a striking contrast to the great debate three 
years ago. Then the questions concerning 
the restriction of Chinese immigration were 
comparatively new. The legal and moral 
rights of the matter were little understood. 
Its political importance was not perceived. 
There were several strong men in the Senate 
in those days who are not now members of 
it. The discussion was carried on by Blaine, 
Conkling, Thurman, Sargent, Matthews, and 
others of acknowledged ability as debaters. 
Biaine made a speech in support of the bill 
which attracted the attention of the whole 
country. He was denounced as a demagog 
by some and applauded as a far-seeing states- 
man by others, and he had a substantia! re- 
ward for it in the unanimous vote of the 
Pacific coast States in the Chicago Conven- 
tion. 

There has been a marvelous reinforcement 
of public opinion in opposition to Chinese 
immigration since that time. The Fifteen- 
Passenger bill passed both Houses and was 
vetoed by the President, but a commission was 
immediately dispatched to procure the ter- 
mination of the Burlingame treaty, and a 
new treaty was ratified by the Senate a year 
ago, agreeing in the most explicit terms 


that immigration might be limited or prohib- 


ited by the United States. The bill now be- 
fore the Senate is a logical sequence of that 
treaty. It excites no serious opposition, At 
will pass by a very large majority. If it 
should be vetoed, as it will not be, it would 
pass notwithstanding. Both political parties 
are committed by their platforms in 1880 to 
the enactment of such a bill, and if they 
were not the Angell treaty would seem to 
require it. It would be an odd thing to ne- 
gotiate with the Emperor of China for his 
assent to such a law, and then to refuse to 
adopt it. 

The Chinese debate in the Senate this ses- 
sion has been dull and dreary. The argu- 
ments were for the most part twice-told 
tales. Even the statistics, except those pro- 
vided by the census of 1880, were stale. Mr. 
Miller presented the historical facts in an 
orderly manner, and his argument in favor 
of the bill was forcible. Mr. Hoar’s reply, 
from the Bird-of-Freedom point of view, was 
possibly as good a one as could be made. 
Both, however, read from manuscript, in a 
dry manner, and were not listened to bya 
third of the Senate at any one time. 
Some of the manuscript Orations of the 
Southern Senators, notably those of the 


England undertook at a very early day to constitutional person from Florida, Mr. Call, 


and the new Senator from Mississippi, Judge 
George, were verbose and superfluous. The 
only speech of note in the discussion which 
has extended now over parts of two weeks 
was delivered yesterday by Mr. Teller, of 
Colorado. He spoke off-hand, quickly, 
clearly, and concisely, and laid down 
and demonstrated two propositions which 
completely shattered Mr. Hoar’s argument. 
The first was that the United States does not 
propose to exclude the Chinese from the 
benefits of our free institutions, inasmuch as 
the immigrants of this race have hereto- 
fore shown no desire to enjoy those 
benefits. They never have wished to 
have the right to vote, except 
when they have believed that a vote 
had a market value. In some instances 
they have wished to become citizens for the 
purpose of betraying the rights ana duties 
of citizenship, but neyer at any other time 
or for any other purpose. ‘They do not com- 
plain of tyranny at home, or seek refuge 
from oppression in this country. They are 
loyal to their native land, and love and 
revere its Government, and are so much at- 
tached to its soil that they cannot be buried 
in any other. To talk of conferring the 
benefits of our institutions upon a race who 
despise our civilization, and look down upon 
us as their inferiors in all that pertains to 
religion, laws, customs, manners, or educa- 
tion is the merest folly. 

Mr. Teller’s second proposition was that 
Chinese laboredegraded the occupations in 
which it was employed. Mr. Hoar main- 
tained that the wages of white laborers were 
now higher in California than in most of the 
other States of the Union. It is with the 
greatest difficulty that white girls can be in- 
duced to go into domestic service. Admit- 
| ting this to be true, Mr. Teller said the rea- 
son was that the Chinese had degraded every 
occupation they had entered into in large 
numbers. They have made all labor in Cali- 
fornia to some extent degrading for a white 
man, precisely as the negroes made it in 
the South before the War. The influx of 
a class of foreigners of inferior education 
and social position has had the same effect 
on the female laborers of Mr. Hoar’s own 
State. Native women. now refuse to take 
places as domestic servants for precisely the 
same reason that white women, native or 
foreign, will Rot compete with the Chinese 
in California. The superior class turn to 
other employments. They become shop-girls 
or seamstresses, and flock to the cities in 
pursuit of precarious and slender wages. 
Their new positions are not more honorable 
or easier, or on the whole better paid, but 
they save a sacrifice of pride which open 
competition with an inferior class implies. 

There was a good deal of force in Mr. 
Teller's argument. He also made a palpable 
hit when he referred to the disastrous effects 
the Morey letter would have had on Garfleld's 
campaign, and declared that any candidate 
who believed in the principles enunciated in 
that letter ought to be defeated. This brought 
the venerable Joseph Brown, of Georgia, to 
his feet, who is said to be in training as a great 
conciliation candidate for the Presidency or 
Vice-Presidency on either ticket. He had 
just made a rash speech in favor of the right 
of employers to get labor in the lowest 
market and the advantages of cheap labor to 
railroads. The speech, if not revised before 
publication, would be troublesome in a 
political campaign. Mr. Brown disclaimed 
any intention of expressing the views im- 
puted to him. His sensitiveness was amus- 
ing, and showed how little backbone there 
was in the pretended opposition to the bill. 
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‘TRIUMPR OF THE MOB. 

To the disgrace’ of the City Government, 
the mob of disorderly rioters have forced the 
Union Rolling-Milis to blow out their blast- 
furnaces and to close their shop until 
such time as the law can be enforced in this 
city and workmen can be protected from in- 
terference and violence. 

Here is an establishment with 1,660 men on 
its pay- rolls, of whom 400 have been employed 
in the blast-furnaces, These 400 men re- 
fused to work for the wages paid and struck, 
as they had the right to do. But when the 
company engaged other men to work at the 
rejected wages and on the same terms paid 
by the other like establishments elsewhere 
for the same labor the 400 “ strikers” refused 
to permit these men to work. It was a ques- 
tion whether 400 men who had knocked off 
and refused to work themselves should con- 
trol the rolling-mills to the extent of prevent- 
ing other men willing to labor from doing so. 
It was a strike carried on in an indefensible 
and illegal manner, and when the company 
asked the City Government to protect their 
workmen the City Government refused the 
police force requisit for that purpose, and 
sent merely a squad, whose inefiiciency 
served no other purpose than to encourage 
the rioters and instigate them to brutal and 
cowardly violenee upon the workmen who 
filled the vacated places. 

Had the Mayor been called on to protect 
some whisky-shop or some dance-house from 
violence he would have ordered the whole 
police force to disperse the assailants and 
protect the keeper and the barkeepers. But 
in this instance there were some hundreds 
of workmen, each representing a family. 
They sought the privilege of earning their 
living by honest labor. As they went to and 
from their work they were hunted, and 
beaten, and struck with stones. Had they 
been convicts escaping from prison they could 
not have been so outrageously treated by the 
unmolested and ruffianly mob. The officers 
of the company appealed to the Mayor and 
police authorities for protection. The mob 
laughed at the handful of police, and the lat- 
ter sympathized with the mob by prohibiting 
any of the workmen from defending them- 
selves from the personal violence with 
which they were treated. After strug- 
giing for one week to maintain control of 
their own business, and to operate their blast- 
furnaces by the employment of the men 
willing to work, the company, utterly denied 
all effective protection by the city author- 
ities, have been compelled to stop the fur- 
naces. In fixing the responsibility for this 
business itis difficult to determine between 
the profound ignorance and brute defiance of 
law and right by the mob of rioters and the 
pusillanimity of the city authorities in their 
encouragement of the mob, 

The community have a direct interest in 
the question whether an individual or a com- 
pany who shall establish a manufacturing 
establishment in this city and employ several 
thousand workmen shall be allowed to con- 
duct their own business free from the dis- 
turbance of a brutal, cowardly mob. What 
a mob has done at the rolling-mills another 
mob may do at any other establishment. Is 
there no legal protection to person and prop- 
erty in Chicago? Is there no government 
save that whose whole energies are devot- 
ed to the protection of the saloons? 


THE EXPORTATION OF GOLD AND BAL- 
ANCE OF TRADE. 

We print from a London paper a very 
pessimist view of American finances and 
commerce, as they are understood in British 
circles. While there is much that is true in 
the article, and considerable that ought to be 
instructive to Americans, there is, however, 
in the what is supposed to be a deep injury 
to our trade evidences of healthful recovery 
from what threatened to be a calamitous 
fever. 

The flow of gold to this country, which 
has been continuous for several years, was 
an evidence of National financial pros- 
perity. It did not begin until the great bulk 
of American National securities had been 
sent home, and when these were exhausted 
the gold followed because it had to. The im- 
portation of gold, however, continued beyond 
the point of healthy exchange. It continued 
beyond the point where it was at all needed 
in this country and produced inflation and 
redundancy. It continued until the stock in 
this country had far exceeded $550,000,000 of 
gold, being a greater sum than was held in 
Great Britain, where gold is far more needed 
in business than it is in this country, which 
depends more on paper. ‘The natural re- 
sult was an immense inflation of values 
and wild speculation. There was a rapid 
rise in the prices of all commodities. Bonds 
and stocks of every variety advanced enor- 
mously in prices; railroad stocks that had 
not paid a dividend for years and which had 
ceased almost to be quoted were inspired 
and put on the market and sold at par and 
above. Capital was withdrawn from legiti- 
mate business and put into stocks, and the 
gambling among the dealers became intense 
and absorbing. Speculation grew wilder as 
the surplus stock of gold in the country in- 
creased; wages and the prices of materials 
increased ; the cost of producing manufact- 
ures got so great that exportation thereof de- 
clined and imported goods filled the mar- 
ket. Wild and unneeded railroads were 
projected and steel rails were purchased for 
them at $70 to $80 per ton. The so-called 
“balance of trade“ was exhausted; our 
usual exports were too costly to find pur- 
chasers abroad, and it became, despite the 
high tariff, profitable to import all the goods 
we needed. This condition of things could 
have, sooner or later, but one end; and 
fortunately the end came in the form of a 
check, or an arrest, instead of a general 
erash and a panic. 

The exportation of gold to pay debts abroad, 
over which the London paper moralizes as 
an evidence of the temporary character of 
American trade, was really a providential 
cireumstance. It was a warning that infla- 
tion had been carried to excess, and that the 
wild schemes and kitefiying of the stock mar- 
ket had gone on as far as safety would toler- 
ate. The railroad earnings bad fallen off so 
much that the high prices of stocks could no 
longer be maintained, The construction of 
railroads by wildcat corporations was 
stopped; bonds and stocks which had en- 
joyed a season of booming gravitated from 
the .fictitious towards a substantial value. 
Wages had become so high and production 
so costly that even the steel-rail monopolies 
and their protected employés had come in 
collision. There was a general set-back, 
reaching to the collapse of attempted corners 
in the breadstuff and provision markets. In 
fact, inflation had received a stab, and in- 
stead of the effect being fatal or injurious to 
American trade and prosperity it was a 
healthful symptom, It was an arrest of 
what was rapidly growing into a prolonged 
debauch. 

Though the shipment or export of gold has 
been comparatively small so far, the balance 
in the way of exchange is 80 close that at 
any time it may be renewed, and it will not 
follow that the country is injured, even if a 
much larger sum of gold shall be exported 
during the next three months. It must be 
borne in mind that the product of the Amer- 
ican mines equals three millions of* gold 
dollars a month, and this is in addition to the 


| product of Aver. ‘The vast accumulation of 


portation. The exportation of gold to the 
extent of putting an end to inflation, instead 
of being an injury and à jess, would be a 
great National benefſt. 

The English writer te correct in his esti- 
mate of the amount of American indebted- 
ness held in the various countries of Europe, 
Bonds and stocks of the railroads, States, 
municipalities, gas companies, water com 
panies, and other American corporations are 
held ij immense amounts in England, Ger- 
many, tolland. and in all the tree cities of 
Europe The annual interest and dividends 
earned by these stocks and bonds which go 
forward to the older countries should be re- 
membered Wa drain—silent, but not the less 
importan gold from this country, It 
may not figure in the actual shipments of 


gold, but in the general balance of the ex- 


change account it seriously reduces, the 
seeming balance In our mercbandise state- 
ment. The London paper, however, is sadly 
mistaken in the supposition that the occa- 
sional exporta of gold from this country 
involves a collapse and prastration of Ameri- 
can trade or American prosperity.

Tue statement that Conkling has declined 
an appointment to the Supreme Bench and 
that the office has been tendered to Senator 
Edmunds may be accepted as authoritative. 
So far as the character of the Supreme Be nch 
goes, the country will have no great reason 
to regret Conkling’s declination, certainly 
not if Edmunds shall consent to go on the 
bench in his place. But it is very doubtful 
whether Edmunds will accept. He has often 
expressed to friends in private his reasons 
for not wishing te be a Supreme 
Court Judge. His first reason is, that 
be cannot well afford the pecuniary sacrifice. 
His salary as Senator and his income from 
his law practice now exceed considerably 
the pay of a Supreme Court Judge. He has 
not a private fortune, and no prospect of 
having one. Secondly, his heaith is not 
good. He is obliged to take long rests in a 
mild climate once or twice a year. He could 
not, in conscience, give himself as much 
time as he needs if he were on the Su- 
preme Bench, for he has exalted no- 
tions of the work a Judge ought to do. 
Edmunds would be a loss to the Republicans 
of the Senate. He is an able lawyer, a calm. 
clear, and forcible speaker, and a man of 
great reserved power. His integrity is un- 
questioned, and he is a foe to all jobs. Heis 
sound on the anti-monopoly question, and in 
this respect is as valuable a member of the 
Senate as he would be of the Supreme 
Court. It is reported that his only doubt 
as to the fitness of Mr. Conkling for 
the Supreme Bench was whether he 
had convictions as to the right of 
the Government to control the great cor- 
porations. If Edmunds should leave the 
Senate, he would be succeeded by a narrow- 
gage railroad-man of Vermont, who studied 
law a little in his youth, and never had any 
practice of note, who is not a speaker nor a 
statesman, and has no other claims upon the 
people than those which his railroads give 
him, So there would be a double misfortune 
in having Edmunds removed from the Senate 
to the Supreme Court. 


Tux effect of Conkling’s appointment, con- 
firmation, and declination is likely to be very 
different from wat which he undoubtedly 
anticipates. This episode, if it turns out as 
now seems probable, is apt to be the last in 
Conkling’s public. career. It certainly ought 
to, and very likely will, neutralize his power 
for mischief in New York. The President 
and the other Stalwart leaders in the Repub- 
lican party in New York will be in a position 
to tell Mr. Conkling to stand back, and there 
is reason to believe that they are inclined todo 
so. They can say to him with justice that he 
was honored in the most distinguishing man- 
ner, that he chose to treat the distinction with 
contempt, and he must no longer act as an 
impediment to the success of the-Republican 
party. It will be as much in the interest of 
the Stalwarts “ as in that of the Liberals to 
take this position. Had Conkling been dis- 
posed to conciliation, and still disinclined to 
accept a place on the Supreme Bench, he 
would have signified at once his determination 
to refuse the position offered to him before the 
Senate acted, and would thus have saved the 
Senate the insult which now rests upon that 
body. He cannot indulge his arrogance at 
the expense of National dignity, and at the 
same time enjoy the satisfaction of continu- 
ing his work of party disruption, unless 
Arthur is of a more groveling nature than 
is generally supposed.

Tue Italians appear quite determined to 
try very large experiments in parliamentary re- 
form. Both Houses have already passed a law 
establishing a simple educational qualification, 
every adult male being entitied to vote, provided 
be can read and write. They have also, after 
great hesitations, passed another, providing 
that votes shall be taken by scrutin de liste or 
departments, each elector voting for the whole 
number of representatives allowed to each 
department, which is one for every 40,000 of 
population, or 650 members. The Gévernment 
appear to fear, however, that this will produce 
occasionally too uniform a result, and bave pro- 
posed that in the most populous of the sixty- 
nine departments—that is,in all which return 
more than five members—a minority vote should 
be allowed, The details of the scheme have not 
reached us, but it is intended, we believe, to 
prevent the great cities crushing out the rural 
minorities outside them. The result of the ex- 
periment will be well worth watching.

| bis management was a flat failure, made her 


first appearance before a Chicago audience last 
evening, and scored a genuine success. After 
her trip under the Sargent management had 
come to a disastrous termination financially, 
Rhéa was secured by the Messrs. Chase, a couple 
of enterprising young men who hail from an 
interior Massachusetts town, and whose 
efforts in the line of theatrical man- 
agement have hitherto been confined to 
that portion of the country which 
is immediately adjacent to their place of resi- 
dence. They undertook the arrangement of a 
tour for Rhéa with the expectation that, at rst. 
the expenses of the venture would exceed the 
receipts, and were prepared for a loss of $10,000. 
Fortunately for them, they have not been called 
upon to assume any such disagreeable responsi- 
bility, as, thus far, they have not done a losing 
week's business. 

The audience at the Grand Opera-House last 
night was a large and, before the performance 
was over, a highly enthusiastic one, the star bo- 
ing called before the curtain at the end of 
every act, and a double recall given at the close 
of the third. There were also several beautiful 
floral tributes passed upon the stage, but 
whether they were provided by the management 
or were gifts from friends of the actress who 
had followed her here from some other city is 
not known. The Messrs. Chase wight as well 
save themselves the expense of buying floral of- 
terms of their star, us Chicago is entirely too 
wise a town to allow its judgment of a theatri- 
cal performance to be in the least affected by 
either the dearth or frequency of such 
events. The success achieved by Rhéa last 
evening was a well-defined and deserved one, 
and any artificial aids were wholly unnecessary.

Kbéa’s 
conception of the character does not differ in 
any marked degree from that of other artists 
who have successfully assumed the role, nor 
is her portrayal of the varied emotions 
called for by the part in any way inferior to 
theirs. In the scene at her apartments, where, 
in the presence of Sate. Adrienne becomes in- 
sane, Rhéa was particularly effective, and the 
fault, if any there be, in her rendition of the 
part lies in the fact that she does not express 
the more tender phases of a loving woman's 
nature with the sante fidelity to nature that, in 
the scenes where jealousy and passion are the 
prominent features, stamp her unmistakeabiy 
as a great actress.

Annual Meeting and Election of 
Officers of the Asso- 
ciation. 


The Lumber Receipts Last Year 
Exceed 1,900 Million 
Feet. 


A Decided Opposition to the Interference 
of Any Private Water Com- 
pany. 


The annual meeting of the Lumberman's Ex- 
change was held yesterday afternoon, President 
A. G. Van Schaick in the cnair. 

Before the meeting tne lumbermen sat down 
to a lunch provided by Messrs. Hannah. Lay & 
Co. A vote of thanks, introdueed by Mr. Bige- 
low with remarks, and seconded by ex-Ald. 
Ballard, was extended to the firm for their 
spread. Mr. Lay responded, and gavé a brief 
sketch of the lumbet trade of the city when his 
house started here in 1850. 

The business of the annual meeting was then 
taken up. The reading of the minutes of the 
last meeting was dispensed with. 

Secretary Hotchkiss read his annual report, 
which stated that the past year had been one of 
the most successful in the history of the lumber 
trade of the Northwest, and the influence of the 
Chicago Exchange had never before assumed 
such importance. The total receipts of lumber 
at Chicago in 1881 were 1,906,630,000 feet; of 
shingies, #66,075,000; and of lath, 104,499,000. The 
receipts of posts were 2,846,340; of railroad-ties, 
4,205,560; of wood, 83,065 cords; of slabs, 22,599 
cords; of bark, 20,702 cords; of telegraph-poles, 
86,922; of piles, 26,118 pieces. About one- 
sixth of the lumber received was hard-wood, 
The membership had been increased from 
eighty-five at the beginning of the year to 126; 
and eight applications to join had been received 
from out-of-town lumbermen. The neweyear 
will find the exchange entering upon a wider 
field by the addition of members from St. Louis, 
Hannibal, Detroit, Manistee, Milwaukee, Eau 
Claire, Chippewa Falls, and Michigan City.

balance in our foreign trade, profitable returns

DEATHS IN FEBRUARY. 

The report of the Registrar of Vital Statistics 
for the month of February was issued yesterday, 
and shows as follows: The total number of 
deaths was 978, of which 476 were under 5 years 
of age.

HANDLING SPIRITS. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue yes- 
terday issued a bulletin to railroads and other 
transportation companies, carters, draymen, ex- 
pressmen, and all other concerns or persons, 
calling their attention to the foilowing revision 
of the statutes pertaining to the handling of 
spirits: 

Every person who empties or draws off, or 
causes to be emptied or drawn off, any distilled 
spirits from a casx or package bearing any mark, 
brand, or stamp required law, shall, at the 
time of emptying such cask or package, efface 
and obliterate said mark, stamp, or brand. 
Every such cask or package from which said 
mark, brand, or stamp is not effaced and 
obliterated as herein required shall be for- 
feited to the United States, and may be seized 
by any officer of internal revenue wherever 
found. And every railroad company or other 
transportation company, or person who receives 
or transports, or has in possession with intent to 
transport, or with intent to cause or procure to 
be transported, any such empty cask or pack- 
age, or any part thereof, — thereon any 
brand, mark, or stamp, requi by law to be 
placed on any cask or yor containing dis- 
tilled spirits, shali forfeit three hundred dollars 
for each such cask or package, or any part 
thereof, so received or transported, or had in

MISS FLETCHER. 


An Educated Lady Wande a Winter 
with the Omaha Indians for the Pur- 
pose of Archeological and Ethnelozi- 
cal Study—General Allusions as to Re- 


sults. 

Special Dispatch to The Ohidago Tribune. 

OMAHA, Neb., March 6.—The return of. Migs A. 
C. Fleteher from a sojourn of nearly half a 
year among the Indians of* Northern Nebraska 
and Dakota was made the occasion of an inter- 
view by THE TRIBUNE correspondent last even- 
ing. Though Mies Fetcher set out unannounced 
for the reservations that any undue publicity 
might not defeat ber ends, ber visit has not es- 
caped the notice of scientists. To people gen- 
erally the spectacle of a white woman, brilliant 
and educated, turning her back upon civiliza- 
tion for a winter to live among the tribes of the 
Sioux was something not wholly to be under- 
stood, To the Indians themselves the coming 
of sucha woman, related neither to misston- 
aries, Government officials, nor post traders, but 
bent on being one of them for the time, and 
taking the liveliest interest and sympathy in 
their condition, was, as the Omahas expressed it 
in the name they gave her, Mauthe the 
dawning of a new day. 

Fert with letters from officials of the 
army and of the Interior Department, but using 
neither, except in cases of emergency for trans- 
portation, Miss Fletcher secured her Own inter- 
preter and avoided the ordinary modes ef ap- 
proach to the heart of the reservations. She 
gained the confidéencejof Sitting-Bull and _ 
iove of the Sioux women, and it Was touch! 
see a mother loosening the blanket lu which 
infant was held against her shoulders, drawing 
forth one of its little bands, and holding it out 
to Mies Fieteher to take, sdyimg to the 
wondering iitth one: “She is our friend!“ 
Miss Fletcher was assigned to a tent set apurt 
for her and attended by an Indian woman 
wherever she was; and deseribes her entertain- 
ment after the lodian fashion as being full of 
courtesy, etiquet, and generous hospitality. 

Regarding her precise objectin going among 
the Indians Miss Fietcher—who is not a stran- 
ger in scientific circles of Chicago, Boston, and 
the East—said: “1 felt confident that the only 
means of solving some of the archwlogical and 
ethnological problems was by the study of ex- 
isting races, particulariy the dome life, with 
especial care to the Woman's share of Tt, as 
there we find the strongest conservatism 

and consequently more traces of the past. 
That is wont brought me out bere, and 1 found 
that the Indian had been prejudged. I found 
that the white mau had looked at bis own shad- 
ow with the indian standing in the nebuious 
background. 1 found that the books 1 had 
studied were full of these shadows. I found 
many generally accepted ideus of these Indians 
as foreign to them us they are to our own lives. 
I fount, for example. that they knew notumg of 
the tribal relation beyond what they had becu 
told by us, and that they supposed it was the 

way which we lived, i Gd w explain to 
them this tribal relation, which we have been 
told must be broken up among the Indiana. 
Nothing was deid in common by the Indians that 
I visited—except by order of the Government. 
their own — * has been the cause of mis- 
takes misunderstandings. The Indian oever 
thou of owning the lan “day more than ne 
did the air or the showers. He dunted upon it, 
ate off of it, lived upon 1 just as we breathe 
and enjoy the landscape.

Annual Meeiing of the Beard of Com-

PRESIDENT M’CREA 
read the thirteenth annual report. It was a 
brief review of che work accomplished during 
the past year. Many improvements had been 
made in Garfield Park that added much to its 
beauty. Future efforts should be mude to en- 
hance its beauty still further, as it wus the most 
central of the parks and casicst of access. Io 
Humboldt Park 20,000 emall trees had been set 
vut the past year, and were now doing well. 
New buiidigs should be erected to mateh those 
in the other parks. In Douglas Park several 
thousand treés bad been transplanted. The 
lake bad been enlarged, so the park now 
contains the largest body of water in the West 
Parke. hic recommends new buildings for the 
care of horses, spriaklers, etc.. as a matter of 
economy us weil as bumapity to the horses. He 
would like to see a line of phactons on the 
boulevards to communicate with the parks, so 
as to make them etill eusier of aceess. Pavilions 
and boat-bouses should be crected, so that d- 
diuopai income would be derived for the main- 
tenance of the parks. He rewretted the fullure 
of tae law imposmg a tax of two and 
a heif milis for the maintenance of the 
parks, as the board is at present 
cramped, and will be more so in the future, 
for mouey to make needed improvements. rhe 
Presideut also recommendod the employ meat of 
a competent man to oversee the parks and 
boulovarda, and thus relieve the President vf 
work which tbe latter has not always time to 
properly attend to—this Superintendent to re- 
ceive his orders from the board.

He com- 
pelled bis subjects to Duy these trees of the Gov- 
ernment—each landhoider must plant a certain 
number. After cultivating them until they 
learned their value, they voluntarily propagated 
them very extensively, and learned that silk 
culture wus nottbe only consideradon in rais- 
ing them. 8 found the timber very desira- 
able for fuel. It also furnished the finest mate- 
rial for cabinet work, and fence-posts made 
from it would outlast those made from any other 
timber. The tree soon became the most bighly- 
prized of any Russian timber tree. It also bore 
edible fruit which was marketable in Russia. 
When the Mennonites came to this country they 
brought the seed of this tree with them. They 
aiso brought the seed of seyeral other trees, 
but planted these more éxtensively than all 
others combined. Many trees that we pay ex- 
travagaut prices to obtain were left in 
Russia by these people, and the few 
they brought are new trees to wnursery- 
men here. The mulberry grows quite rapidly. 
Trees the seed of which was planted 
six years ago are now twenty feet high, and 
large enough for fence posts. The tree resem- 
pies the apple tree in ts habit of growth. The 
Russians say they grow quite large, frequently 
reaching a hight of fifty feet, ana from three to 
five feet in diameter. They bear fruit very 
young, frequently commencing when two years 
Last season the trecs 
were densely loaded with fruit, and farmers 
came several miles to purchase it for dessert. It 
varies in flavor from sub-acid to sweet; color, 
jet black and reddish white, 0 per cent being 
black. As the tree is different from any mul- 
berry we know of in this country. we called it 
“Russian mulberry.“ The bark is grayish white, 
and branches dreoping. Prof, Budd, of the lowa 
Agricultural College, says it is propagated more 
readily from cuttings thun any mulberry with 
which he is acquainted. The Mennonites have 
interested themselves in the silk business to 
some extent since they have beea in this coun- 
try, and have some cocoons for sale. If parties

CORRUPTERS OF YOUTH. 


An Address by Anthony Comstock—The 
Completion of Mis First Ten Years of 
Work for the Society for the Suppres- 
sion of Vice—lts Work and Methods. 

New York Tribune. 

“The Corrupters of Our Louth was the sub- 
ject of an address delivered at Association Hall, 
last evening, by Anthony Comstock, Secretary 
of the New York Society for the Suppression of 
Vice. The occasion was the close of Mr. Com- 
stock’s first ten years’ work with the society. In 
that time 582 arrests have been made, 251 per- 
sons have been seutenced, and the fines im- 
posed amount to $63,931. Of books and sheet 
stock Mr. Comstock bas seized and destroyed 
27,584 pounds, and of obscene pictures and pho- 
tographs 203,238 pounds. Mr. Comstock’s ad- 
dress was in part a recital of the work 
of the society, with a spirited defense 
of its méthods, and an attack upon 
the existing evils of flash literature, 
policy shops, and the opponents of the society, 
Samuel Colgate, President of the Society, occu- 
-pied the chair, and the Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby, 
John Patop, and W. F. Lee also sat upon the 
platform. After a prayer by Dr. Crosby, Mr. 
Colgate in introducing Mr. Cometock to tbe 
large audience said iu part: 

“Ten years ago Mr. Comstock was a clerk in 
a dry goods store, ana Was so painéd and shocked 
by the immorai traffic he discovered about him 
that he wanted to suppress it. Under the auspi- 
ces of the Christian Association $600 was raised, 
and iu the first year 25,000 pounds of this litera- 
ture were destroyed, and the Society has worked 
until this class is completely destroyed. Mr. 
Comstock is an eminently suitable agent, erter- 
ing with heart and soul into the work, and all 
we Officers do is to aid him. There are other 
things, such as lotteries and policy-shops, for us 
to contend against. We have been at this work 
for ten years and never before helda public 
meeting on this subject. 

Mr. Comstock then spoke, in substance, as 
foliows: 

i wish, first. to deal with evil reading, of 
which there are many grades, and i ask you to 
look at facts as y ure and to consider the in- 
fluences that surround your children. Take 
love stories and sensational stories. I see many 
of you smile; but these affect the mind of the 
child ng Ng his fancy, and, althouwh they 
may be ree trom indecency. make him a day- 
dreamer. Take the weekly publications which 
run a wueck-rake through the slums, picturing 
all that is most vile, and tlaunting it in flaming 
colors in the faces of the children. The owner 
of one of the worst says that nearly everything 
in his paper is culled verbatim from the daily 
press. Children can hardly go trom home to 
school without being debauched by the sight of 
these things, which are sold at every news- 
stand. They ba ve been prohibited from being 
taken over the line to Canada. All evils here are 
not reached by law or public sentiment, although, 
1 think, common law would reach some. 

Take the weekly papers for boys and giris, 
filled with stories of reeking crime and sold 
everywhere. ‘Through reading them boys and 
girls are ruined and become criminals and 
vagrants, and | bave documents here to prove 
it. On Jan. 2 two giris, one aged 10 aad the 
other lil, ran away from bome to become gyp- 
sies, and were away one nieht—the result of 
reading yeliow-covered literature. A few days 
ago our energetic Inspector Byrnes, second iu 
ability to pone, arrested a young man, aged 19, 
for murder, whose first remark was: I'm a 
‘tough’ now, ain't I?” His imagination had 
been fred by reading of bis disrcputable te- 
roes. On Feb. 7 a young girl crazed by this 
kina of reading committed suicide. in 
November last four boys, not over 1. 
were arrested in Wilkesbarre, Pa., who 
had formally organized themselves into a 
band of robbers, and prided themselves on 
being bandits. A young man I arrested in Sguth 
Framingbam, Mass., for sending out the vilest 
kind of literature said, — to u pile of boys’ 
and girls’ papers in bis closet: That's wbat 
brought me to thie,“ and from a similar cause a 
young wan in Buffalo set about robbing bis em- 

loyers’ saute, meaning to seck adventures in the 

Vest. In Brooklyn | found that a boy, crazed 
by such reading, bad ied his younger Mothers 
on till they had robbed their mother of over 
twenty-five articles. There are three publishers 
of blood-and-thufider literature here today, and 
they advertise 670 publications. A few weeks 
ago a young man read the details of a railroad 
catastrophe. He thought he would like tu see 
one and tied a log on the track while he lay in 
wait, but be was arrested. In a Western State 
two boys, ove aged d and one 15, wrecked a 
train, killing the engineer. This literature 
traus fers the knite and bludgeon from our hard- 
ened criminals to our boys and giris. 

Last gear | gathered the acccunts of boy aud 
girl criminals under years of age. Tbifty- 
three between the ages of 8 and 25 were guilty 
of jiarceny; twenty-tive between 7 and 21 of 
burglary; seven between the ages of 9 and 21 
were wsuilty of murder; eleven, the oldest 16. 
committed highway robbery; tweuty-nine un- 
der W weré arrested for gambling: and two boys 
and giris committed suicide. It isa fine em- 
ployment for our stalwart policemen to clutch a 
club in one hand anda schoolboy in the other. 
The figures for February, this present month, 
more than boar out whatl say. There have 
been thirty-four arrests, the eldest only 21, for 
larceny, five murders by boys between 9 and 14. 
and one girl shot ner father, and tour suicides 
are under vighteen. And these are not ali poor 
boys, Sut often from some of the best families, 
like the son of a wealthy Judge, who rau Away, 
stabbed an adversary,and aiterwards died iu 
prison, confessing that he used to spend his time 
reading books of adventure. 

There are other dungers to children, and one 
of the chief is that hydra-headcd monster, the 
lowest kind of literature, which breeds lust. 
When your boy or girl's name appears in the 
catalog of the acheol, it becomes so much mer- 
chandise, to be bought by scoundreis who send 
misery and death througu the United States 
mais. The evil cannot be overestimated. The 
aead of a female seminary told ine that some 


one had surreptitiously obtained fifteen or 


twenty catalogs. I tracked then to a dealer in 
addressed envelopes, and when 1 demanded 
them he brought out a great pile containing the 
names of thousands of boys and giris. I wrote 
to all the principals, warning them, and replies 
came from two female seminaries that the 
grossest mattor had been introduced there, and 
before the year closed evil circulars and adver-

Denials and Explanations of Madame 
de Nevike@®-—The Trouble Not on Ac- 
count of Religion, but Usury and 


Cheating. 

LONDON, Feb. 16.—To the Editor of the London 
Times; Will you kindly permit me before re- 
turning to Moscow to make a few parting ob- 
servations on the agitation which the Jews have 
been elever enougb to get up in this country. 
and which seems now to be dying out? That 
agitation, no doubt, does great honor to the 
warm hearts of your countrymen. Whether it 
improves the estimate of Knglish intelligence is 
not for me to decide. The clever Jew seems to 
find it as easy to impose upon the E:glish public 
as upon Our poor peasant; but while he makes 
the former only a little bit ridiculous, be ruins 
totally the latter. The Jewish agitation for usis 
more serious than it is for you. . , 

The agitation of which 1 have been a half- 
amused, half-iudignant spectator, was based on 
misrepresentations se gross, so absolutely ua- 
supported by any impartiai authority, or even 
by any English testimony, partial or impartial, 
that Russians whodo not know the extent to 
which Russophobist legends have prejudiced 
many Englishmen against their country can 
only impute their acceptance to faction or bad 
faith. 

That there have been outrages directed 
against the property of the Jews in Poland, 
Odessa, and the Ukraine is, unfortunately, quite 
true. Our’ Emperor publicly deplored them as 
long ago as last May. The strictest orders were 
issued in that month to repress, even with ar- 
tiliery, any renewal of the riots. The disturb- 
ers of the peace have been punished by thou- 
sands, and at the presenttime the precautions 
tuken Against renewed outbreaks are (to say the 
least) 3 as drastic as any that even the Con- 
servatives of this country bave ventured to rec- 
ommend for adopuon in Ireland. 

Subscriptions tor the relief of the Jews were 
raised in Russia long before your Jews ever held 
a public meeting. All these facts, so easily 
verified, were suppressed or denied. The agita- 
tion was got up by revresenting the riots as en- 
couraged by the Russian Government, and the 
rioters as unpunished. In reulity, they were 
chietiy instigated by the Nihilists, and the rioters 
have been severely punished. Another mis- 
representation, which, indeed, may be said alone 
to have rendered the agitation possible, was 
that of the horrors told about the ili-treat- 
ment of Jewish women and children. No 
proof supported these stories; no proof was 
asked for; no proof apparently was thought 
necessary by our censurers. Your Consuis, 
your merchants, your travelers, your regular 
newspaper correspondents all agree in 
saying that, although property was attacked and 
destroyed, they could not hear of one solitary 
victim of horrors, which, if true, vught to fire 
the indignation of anybody, whether Christian 
or Jew, man or woman. Surely, before de- 
nouncing your neighbours as criminals of the 
worst dye, you might have insisted upon other 
evidences than that of an anonymous corre- 
spondent of whose identity there seems to be 
almost as much doubt as re is certainty of 
his uutruthfulness. 

In Engiand | bave beer assailed, with the chiv- 
alrous courtesy so emivently characteristic of 
some sections of your press, with the accusa- 
uon of sympathizing with crucity and outrages 
because I did not deneunce the imaginary crimes 
imputed to my countrymen. In Kussia, ou the 
other hand, I have beer attacked for my hesita- 
tion ia contradicting these Jewish caluionies. 

Asto the precautions we propose to take 
against the recurrence ot these disorders, that 
is our affair, pot yours, and if our would-be 
counsellors wish their Zudvice to be taken it 
would be as well if they were try to learn some- 
thing about the subject, and thus endeavor to be 
consistent. When Jews, who heipto deprive 
troe-thiukers of their Parliameutary rights, and 
Roman Cardinals, who accept the Syllabus, lect- 
ure Russians about the sin of .religious intoler- 
ance, itis almost too absurd for our gravity. 
Tne Jewish question is not religious, but social. 
Englishmen ought to understand it, for they 
have to deal very often with tbe same dilticul- 
ties in india. An Anglo- ludian member of Par- 
liament, of great eminence us an administrator 
in Beugal,was kind enough to lend me the otber 
day an interest Biue- Book on the riots in the 
Deccan, from which I earn that the agricultur- 
ists in india, in Sautalistan, and in the Deccan 
have repeatedly attacked the Hindoo woney- 
lenders exactly as our peasants attacked our 
Jews, and for same reason. And how did you 
deal with this difficulty? Not by increasing tne 
license, but by restricting the opportunities of 
the Hindoo money-lender, and, as you do it with 
some success, your example can be useful in- 
deed. In short, you do as Gen. Ignatieff pro- 
posed to do in his famous rescript, which you 
abuse so much. You seek toremove the cause 
of the disorder by protecting the peasants 
aucainst the extoruonate practices of the Jew 
village- usurers who — and flocce the peas- 
ants. If we are wrong, is it not a case of the 
mote and the bean? Pardon my frankness, but 
really I was greatly amused this week in reading 
a iotter published by you from St. Petersburg in 
which it is deviared that one of the originating 
causes of our troubles in Russia is the extent to 
which the Nihilist propagandists have enlicht- 
ened the peasants as to the “agrarian ter- 
rur in lreland.“ One of my English friends 
seriously asked me whether we were not go- 
ing to hoid indignation meetings in Russia to de- 
nounce the Irish atrocities. We bave no taste 
tor that kind of meddling which seems to find so 
much favor in this country, and are very well 
content to leave you to deal with your own 
troubles without aggravating them cither by 
well-meaning but ill-informed counsels, or by 
the malicious denunciations of evuemies of En- 
gland. The landiordism of which your farmers 
complain is but a pale shadow of the cruel sor- 
vitude enforced on our peasants by the over- 
— | and rob Jews. The disorders both 
in the Ukraine and in Ireland are sovial and 
agrarian. 

Russians regret that the Jews should have 
been maltreated, but to us it is as clear as day 
that the permunentiy oppressed aud the perma- 
neutiy plundered is not the Jew, but the Chris- 
tion. Retaliation is always to be regretted, 
though’ not“Wiways easily prevented. | have 
no intention, nor woul you be able to 
spare the space, to expose futtacies 
of those critics who have professed to 
reply to my previous letter in the Times. Only 
to Lady Strangford |, perhaps. may owe a word, 
us she ventures to raisea quesuon of fact. I 
said that “fifty times as many men, women, and 
children were outraged and murdered in one 
day in one Bulgarian village as all the Jews who 
hu vo suffered t fate in the whole of Russia in 
twelve months of social war.“ Even the Jews 
allege that they bave particulars of only fifty 
deaths by violenve in Southern Russia. In 
Batak the English official reports gave the num- 
bers of killed, chiefly women and cbhiidren, at 
about 5,000, As for the lack of sympathy shows 
by the Jews to the Bulgarians, I spoke, | repeat, 
solely from my own personal experience; but, 
of course, [am glad to admit that my acquaint- 
ance both among Jews and Turks is much, very 
much, less extensive than Lady Strangford’s.

Bret Hart“ First Story, 
From the Author Prefuce to the New Edition of His 
Poems. 

When the first namber of the Overland Month- 
ly appeared the author, then its editor, called 
the publisher's attention to the lack of any dis- 
tinctive Californian romance in its pages, and 
averred that, should no other contribudon come 
in, he himself would supply the omissiva in the 
next number. No other contribution was of- 
fered, and the author, baving the plot and gen- 
eral idea already in his mind, ina few days sent 
the manuscript of The Luck of Roaring Camp” 
to the printer. He had not yet received the 
proof-sheets when he was suddenly summoned 
to the office of the publisher, whom he found 
standing the picture of dismay and anxiety with 
the proot before bim. Tue indignacion and 
stupefaction of the author can be well ucder- 
stood when he was told that the printer, 
instead of returning the proofs to him, 
submitted thom to the publisher, 
with the emphatic declaration that the matter 
thereof was so indecent, irreligious, and im- 
proper that his proof-reader—a young lady—bad 
with difficulty been induced to continue its peru- 
sal, and that he, as a friend of the publisher and 
a well-wisher of the magazine, was impeiled to 
present to bim persenaily this shameless évi- 
dence of the munner in which the editor was im- 
periling the future of that enterprise. It snould 
be premised thut the critic was a man of charac- 
ter and standing, the bead of a large printing es- 
tablishment, a church member, aud, the author 
thinks, a Descon. lu which circumstances the 
publisher frankly admitted tothe author that, 
while be could vot agree with all the printer's 
criticisms, he thought the story open to grave 
objection, and its publication of doubtful expe- 
dieney. 

Believing only that he was the victim of some 
extraordinary typographical blunder, the au- 
thor at once sat down and read the proof. lu its 
new dress, with the metamorphosis of type— 
that metamorphosis whiebevery writer so well 
knows changes bis relations to it and makes it 
no longer seem a part of himseif—he was able 
to read it with something of the fresbuess of an 
untold tale. As be read on he found himseif 
affected, even as he had been affected in the 
conception and writing of it—a feeling so in- 
compatible with the charges aguiust it that he 
could only lay it duwn and declare emphatically, 
aibeit bopeicsly, that he could really see nothing 
objectionable in it. Other opinions were sought 
and given. To the author's surprise, he found 
himseif in the minority. Finally, the story was 
submitted to three geutiemen of culture and ex- 
perieace—triends vf publisher and autor 
who were unable. however, to come to 
uny clear conclusion. It was, however, sug- 
gested to the author that. assuming the 
natural hypothesis that his editorial reason- 
ing might be warped by his literary prediivc- 
tions in a consideration of one of Bis own pro- 
ductions, a personal sacritice would at this 
juncture be iu the last degree heroic. This last 
sugwestion had the effect of cuding all turther 
discugsion; for heat once informed the pub- 
lisher that the question of the propriety of the 
story was no longer at issue; the only question 
was of his capacity to exercise the proper edi- 
torial er! and that uuless he was por- 
mitted to test that capacity by the publication 
of the story, and abide squarely by the result, 
he must resign his editorial position. The pub- 
lisher, possibly struck with the author's con- 
fidence, possibly from kindlipess of disposition 
to a younger man, yielded, and “The Luck of 
Rearing Camp was published in the current 
number of the magazine tor which it 
was written, as it was written, without em- 
endation, omission, alteration, or apology. A no 
inconsiderabie purt of the grotesqueuess of the 
situation was the feeling, which tue author re- 
tuined throughout the whole affair, of the per- 
fect sincerity, good faith, and seriousness of his 
friend’s—the printer’s—objection, and for many 
days thereafter be was baunted by a considera- 
tion of the sufferings of this conscientious man, 
obliged to assist materially in dissemiuating the 
dangerous and subversive doctrines contained 
in this baleful tiction. What solemn protests 
must have been laid with the ink on the rollers 
and impressed upon those wicked sheets! what 
pious warnings wust bave been seeretiy folded 
and stitched in that number of the Overland 
Monthly! Across the chasm of years aud dis- 
tance the author stretches forth the hand of 
syinpathy and forgiveness, not forgetting the 
gentle proof-reader, that chaste and unknown 
nymph, whose mäntling checks and downcast 
eyes wave the first indications of warning.

Mrs. A. T. Stewart and Her House. 
New York Correspondence Cincinnati Gazette, 

A judgment bas been entered up against Mrs. 
A. T. Stewart for $17,928.54 in favor of Thomas 
Stringham, a iaborér who was injured while ia 
ber service. This was oceasioned by the fall of 
an elevator at Garden City. Mrs. Stewart bas 
passed seven years in widowhood, and during 
that time bas occupied the most spacious house 
ever built in the Fifth avouue previous to the 
Vanderbilt palaces. She lives bere entirely 
alone with the sole exceptivun of her house- 
keeper, half a dozen servants, and the coach- 
man. The establishment is kept closed, and in 
appearance, at least, is one of the loneliest 
places in the city. Tho palatial structure stands 
buck from the street at least thirty feet, for 
Stewart's taste required a display of retirement. 
Viewed in froat, the imimense structure appears 
like the abode of silence. The curtains 
are down, and the broad porch which 
graces Thirty-fourth street is seldum eu- 
tered till evening; in fact, the enor- 
mous building now suggests the iden 
of a mausoleum, . What is to become of it. This 
is u very interesting question. Its occupant is 
old and cannot last long, and hence the place is 
peculiarly liable to law of mutation.

The latter, however, is rarely 
considered in the domestic architecture ot a4 
great city. Had Stewart been d to 
make a ———— uccommodating house he 
could easily have accomplished bis object; but 
what would the world say? ‘The determination 
to excel ali that had gone before bim led to the 
construction of this showy but inconvenient 
house.

BALANCE OF TRADE. 


Heavy Decline in Exporte—Check on 
Inflation-—Gold Flowing Out of the 
Countgy—An English Pessimist View 
oi the “Monetary Dilemma eof the 
United States.”

change on London turus in favor of this coun- 
try when the American exports of produce fall 
off isa most striking proof, if not of the com- 
parative unprofitabieuess of American foreign 
trade, at all events of the heavy indebtedness of 
America abroad. This indebtedoess is oaly tem- 
vorarily modified by the changes in the boiding 
of American stocks, Decause in its largest and 
most exacting form it represents the permanent 
disadvantage under whieh the foreign trade 
of the States labors. The profit of that trade 
when it is at its best is greater to the foreigner 
than to the native, who, inceed, “ makes 
money only in exceptional seasons. Hence 
the conditions of the United States business are, 
so to say, permanently unstable. It cannot 
stand the least adversity, and every torward 
movement is followed by a tumble back into the 
depths as surely as night follows day. 

It is some months nuw since we ventured to 
point out that a reel in American prosperity 
was impending. At that time it was still the 
fashion for Americans to gioat over the immense 
stores of gold that their cotintry was accumu- 
lating. All and sundry were apparentiy quite 
oblivious of the fact, patent to most outside ob- 
servers, that this gold was in some measure a 
curse to the country. It was promotmg iuta- 
tion in all directions. By its means powerful 
ringe were enabled to play havec with the 
trade of the country, exportation was checked 
io all the leading staples out of which the Ameri- 
cans make their proiits, and at the same time 
imports of manufactures were stimuiated 
the high prices ruling. Within the States fi - 
cial schemes, railroad-extension combi 
and “ygrabs”’ of all kinds became the order of 
the diy. and the purport of most of the financial 
talk was, We bave an unlimited command of 
the wealth of the Olid Worid, 1 by its 
gold; therefore we can do anything.” 

To people in this frame of mind, u hint that 
the guild import could only be a temporary acci- 
dent 12 trade of the United States was some- 
thing t offensive, and was resented a 
ingly. Iu vain were they told that the ordinar 
course of United States trade and its subjection 
to the trade of freer and more solidly prosper- 
ous nations made an export and not au import 
of gold the rule. The sueygestion was treated as 
an iusult to the iutelligence of the great Awer- 
ican people, who were far too wideawake to be 
taken in by the self-interested arguments of 
any envious dweller in uu effete country hke 
| Bogiand. They scorned to believe it possibie 
that within a few months the tide might turn 
and the gold flow away as fast us tt had come. 
They would not believe that their ringe and 
corners.“ that their redundancy of coin and 
cireulating media, with their resulting general 
inflation of prices, would clog up the channels 
of business enable other nations to beut 
America in the competition. America com- 
manded the markets of the world, and could 
compel them to pay what it — 4 — 

It would seem, however, t ptu- 
ous foreigner was rightafter all. Business has 
taken a turn very much for the worse in the 
States, and gold bas begun to flow back again to 
the places from whence it came, and, although 
the flow has only just begun, and may not at 
present go far, perturbation is visible in all im- 
portant United States business centres. No 
wonder. All American euterprise for the past 
two years bas been uvon the belief that 
such a returu was impossible. The breakdown 
of speculation must therefore follow as a mat - 
ter of course wheo the velief is found to bea 
delusion. One of the earliest consequences of 
the French crisis was the shipment of gold from 
New York to London; but gold must soou have 
come, crisis or no crisis, for the simple reason 
that United States bad debts to pay here 
which Gould be met by no other means. Com- 
paring the trade movements of the country, we 
tind the excess of exporte over imports 
was 432,000,000 for the second half of 1880: 
it was only Z£13,000.000 for the second 
half of 1881; and that is not all. Very large 
amounts of American securities dave beeu 
bougbt here and taken home on tho fuith of a 

reat impending rise in the stock markets.“ 

ese purchases bave also to be paid for; and 
the margin of trade is not suflicient to meet 
these payments, to pay the Eoglish and other 
foreign shipowners for carrying the exports and 
imports, and to pay the heavy sums 2 due 
to Kurope for interest on money inv in the 
Union, A moderate estimate places all this in- 
devtedness at Mode per annum. It is 
probably a good deal more, at present we should 
say certainly more. Gold would, therefore, have 
come to us soon in some aimoults, whatever had 
happened, but its coming might have been post- 
poned. Stocks and shares might bave been re- 
sold to us, and produce corners would have 
been broken in time to check the outflow. The 
“crisis,” however, hurried matters forward, 
and at once brought the United States within tne 
category of the countries struggling either to ob- 
tain or to keep possession of guid. It is a position 
which brings the United States face to face with 
what may prove a very trying riod in its 
tinancial history. In less than t weeks’ 
time the reserve of the New York associated 
banks fell from an exeess of 
legal minimum to an excess o 00. 
This effect has been produced by exports of gold, 
which up to the date of the last return the 
banks had not much exeeeded £1,000,000. And 
at once the produce markets gave way, specu- 
lators iu grain and cotton became d 
aud the stock markets tottered. But col- 
lapses in uce are regarded as bopeful feat-
